WASHINGT ON — At a meeting with top de- 
fense industry executives .sev end months- ago, the

many suppliers would likely be needed in the fu- 
ture. In most categories, only one or two companies 
were predicted to survive. 

“You could hear the gasps at the back of the . 
room," said one Clinton administration offjcial. 
Now, with the proposed acquisition of the vcncra- 
hlc Grumman Corprby Martin Marietta Corp.rthe ■ 
shakeout in the industry is visible for ail to see: 
fewer, larger companies splitting up a smaller pic. 
-Although the restructuring has been gathering mo- 
mentum for several years, much of its recent impe- 
tus has come from Washington, where officials 
hope that the efficiency that comes with consolida- 
tion will let the military get the most from its 
shrinking budgets. 

The Pentagon and Justice Department arc. al- 
ready w o rk i ng to - r omovfr-ftmitniaH oa i Jb l uLLs lit 
defense '.mqrgcni and acquisitions. And with a five- 
year budget deal worked out between Congress and 
the administration, both buyers and sellers in the 
industry can negotiate willy a clearer view of how 
big the Pentagon budget will be and which 
' weapons are likely to be bought. — 

. - “What the Congress and the administration have 
said is, “Let the games begin,' “said Robert Paul- 
son, who heads the aerospace practice for the New 
York-based consulting firm of McKinscy & Co. 
“This process is not even half over yet. There arc 
many more deals to come.” 

“My guess is that we're only halfway through 
- this process,” said Malcolm Currie, a former chair- 
man of Hughes Aircraft Co. who once directed the 
Pentagon's research operations. 

One way to gauge the intensity of activity is to
